DJ RANDALL 


DJ Randall, born and bred in Forest Gate, London, has worked 
himself up to be one of the top name DJ's in London Town. When 
he first left school he was a messenger for a commodity 
broker, now he's obviously moved on to better things, so we 
went down to his shop De Underground in Forest Gate to check 
out the man like Randall... 

Where did you get the name Randall from 2 

Well Randall is my real name, it's my Christian name and I'm 

not telling you my surname, Randall unkown (laugh). 

When did you first start DJino ? 

It all started in 1989. The first place I ever played out of 
was a warehouse in Stratford. Whilst there, a guy from Centre 
Force heard me playing and said he wanted to me to go on his 
station, so I went on that and from there I teamed up with a 
guy called the Doctor. We did a couple of clubs together. Then 
we split up. I then want on another radio station, Rave FM. 

The first ever big rave I played at was Living Dream in 1991 
at Lea Valley, the East Way Circuit for about 10,000 ravers. 

What type of music did you use to be into before Hardcore ? 

I used to be into Bip-Hop and Soul music. 

So how did you get into the rave scene ? 

Well I was into the Hip-Hop and a mate came along who owned a 
club called the Dungeons on Lea Bridge Road and he asked me if 
I fancied going, I went and heard the music. From that day I 
started getting the music, I loved it. 

When did you open De Undergousd record shop ? 

1 opened the shop about one and a half years ago. At the time 
I was going for a job interview as a computer programmer, and 
I met a mate in the street. He said he was going to open a 
shop, so I vent with him and opened the shop together and 
built it up to what it is today. 

Have you made any records yourself ? 

Yes, I made one called Odd Ball, Red and Black which I done 
ages ago. I want to make a couple of more records, but at the 
moment I have'nt got the buzz to go down the studio, I still 
have a 1001 buzz to play music at the raves. Although I've 
just started a little chewn with Goldie of Reinforced. 

How do you decide what chewns to drop ? 

Well basically I just think of the crowd. Say I am doing a 
late set at A.W.O.L. like 8-10am, I would play totally 
different from what I would between 2-4am. If the clubs still 
jam packed at 8am I know it's been a good night so I keep 
driving the set until about 9am, then ease it off a bit. I 
like to give the crowd what they want and I love the music and 
fresh sounds. 

Have you ever played abroad ? 

Yes, I played over in Switzerland in July 1992. I went with 
the ffanix and Chrome. I really enjoyed it out there and 
listening to what their guys play and what we play. At the 
moment I have no other plans to go abroad. 



Would you say the music was better here or abroad ? 

Their music abroad is on a different kind of hardcore tip, but 
it's alright. 

How do you think the rave scene has gone since 1989 ? 

As you can see it's gone down a little in some places. Some 
people are going to the clubs with attitudes, their out on a 
different type of mission and not out to rave. 

Why do you think it's not really happening in London at the 
moment ? 

Well in London, I think alot of it is to do with the same old 
venues being used. People get bored with going to the same 
places. Up north it's better because it's so big, there's so 
many places you can go and many think the vibes better up 
there. 

How can you see the rave scene changing over the next 6 months 

? 

* 

f think the main change will have to be the promotion. Get rid 
of the bullshit on the flyers. Some of them say there will be 
15 DJ's and 5 PA's appearing in the space of say 5 hours, you 
know somethings not right. We have got to get the right buzz 
in the raves to keep the people happy. If they had that sorted 
people would'nt be thinking that hardcore is going to die. As 
long as the ravers love the music, people are going to go to 
it. I can't see the breakbeat and jungle music disappearing at 
the moment because there's so many things you can do with it. 

Can you see the music becoming more musically orientated ? 

Yes in someways, but it's what the people who make the music 
have at their disposal. 






















What do von do when your not DJing or working in the shop ? 

I just sort my car oat, a Fiat Uno. It keeps packing up, it’s 
right pain in the arse. 

What BJ's do you rate ? 

On the scene at the moment it has to be Fabio, Groove Rider 
and LTJ Bukem. Bp and counin BJ's that I have heard personally 
that I rate are Red Ant, Chemistry and Storm. 

Where’s the best place von We ever played at ? 

It has to be A.W.O.L. (Paradise Club on Saturdays}. One week I

The DJ's that did it for 
me and the crowd were Axion-G and SS, pure masters of the 
decks. 

AXION - G 

So as promissed I spoke to John Goody, better known as Axion- 
G, a star of the future after the event to find out more about 
one of the hottest new DJ's around. 

So tell us all about you Mr G ! 

Well I started my career back in 1987 when I used to be into 
Rap music, at that point 1 noticed that there was a new style 
of music starting to progress - acid. The music was great and 
I wanted to be part of it. So I went straight out, bought a 
mixer and some decks and taught myself how to mix. My first 
break came with Fantasy FM before moving on to Camden Palace 
for a Friday night spot back in 1990. Another venue I was 
playing at, was the Wonderland Arena where Ray Spence of 
Raindance heard me play. In August ’91 I did my first 
Raindance. Now I have played at 6 Raindances in various parts 
of the country. 

So what else have you done ? 

Well, apart from playing at many clubs, I've just made a 
chewn, a 4 track EP called Hit The Roof EP. Now I'am working 
on some more chewns due to come out in a few months. 

What do you think of the music being put out at the moment ? 

There's alot of shit chewns being put out at the moment on 
white label with no feeling. I personally think it's killing 
the rave scene. The whole scene is so up and down it's 
struggling to survive. 


What did you think of the atmosphere tonite at the Uni ? 

It was really good, everyone was dancing from 10.30pm, right 
through to 2am. It has been a good night out. For example, in 
London, everyone is so half hearted about going out because 
they go out so often, but here it was like the old days 
because the people prehaps don't go out so often. 



AXION-G 

You're an excellent DJ, why are you not at more venues ? 

It's because I work for myself through the people I know, 
rather than through an agency. I would like to get on an 
agency, bat when it comes down to tapes and that, it's not my 
style. Basically, for me to do a tape for someone and let them 
listen to it in a car, you lose the effect of the set. 

Were you happy with the way you played tonite ? 

Yes. My music policy is to play no jungle, techno or other 
forms of commercial music. In my books, you go to a rave to 
hear proper hardcore dance music. Tonite was good as the crowd 
where electric. I work off a crowd and I like to impress 
people on the dance floor. I find that when the crowd is 
brilliant like tonite my whole set comes much more naturally 
and I become more intrested in what I am doing. 

Respect goes out to Hike Hammond and his staff. All the best 
to Axion-G, one for the future.

Are they soon to become a thing of 
the past ? Are there too many villiacs promoting for a quick 
buck ? Are people fed up with going out raving ? 


flow can we tell that you've provided suitable replacements for 
the attractions you mentioned on the flyer that are not at the 
event 1 

It’s a question of honour, the RAVERS CHARTER is lore aimed a: 
the production. For example you promise a giant film set with 
a great spinx and things like that, and when you turn up and 
there's a conple of milk crates, you obviously know you've 
been ripped off. The main thing that the RAVERS CHARTER is 
trying to stop is putting that kind of thing ob the flyer. 

It's a right piss off when you dicover the only production 
work is a hit of scaffolding with a laser. 


Rave means to go out and have a good time, but people aren't 
doing it as much as they used to, there's certainly something 
happening on the hardcore rave scene as garage and progressive 
house becomes increasingly popular. There are many reasons why 
this could be happening including the same old venues week in 
week out, the recession and not enough money to go out, the 
music has become too fast, bad attitudes at events and total 
bull shit on flyers. Well any one of these or all could be ' 
contributing to the so called decline is the number of ravers 
going out each week. But this issue we are going to examine 
one of these questions and what a certain promoter is doing to 
solve the problem - TOTAL BULL SHIT ON THE FLYERS. 

We all pick up flyers now and read what promoters promise. 

Some of it's true, but some of it's lies in an effort to 
attract you to that event. We've ail turned up at an event 
expecting the world as promised and find an empty tent with 
nothing in it but a DJ and a couple of strobes. We've all read 
the one about strobing UV lights and stunning sets to 
transport you into another world. Well we the ravers are 
pissed off with being conned time and time again. 

Now Raindance have invented the RAVERS CHARTER. This is a 
money back guarantee that states 'IF WB DON'T PROVIDE ANY 
ATTRACTION OR ACTS MENTIONED ON THE FLYERS OR PROVIDE A 
REASONABLE AND SUITABLE REPLACEMENT WE WILL GIVE YOU A CASH 
BACK GUARANTEE'. This is not legally binding, but it’s a step 
in the right direction to combat this problem, So we asked 
Raindance a few questions about the RAVERS CHARTER. 

Are you doing the RAVERS CHARTER just to promote yourself ? 
Well, some people would say that. There's been alot of raves 
this year that have been all hype and they have'nt delivered. 
That's not ravings about, it's about going out and having a 
good time. As promoters, your in a position of power to make 
or break that rave. If you promise the earth and deliver mud, 
then your not living up to the ravers expectations. So people 
can call the RAVERS CHARTER what they want. It's no great deal 
to Raindance because we have always given money back. Now we 
are inviting promoters to jump on and say, yer we will be part 
of the RAVERS CHARTER and offer money back for not delivering 
what was promised. The RAVERS CHARTER does not belong to 
Raindance, we want all promoters up and down the country to 
use it. The idea is to make the rave culture better and 
improve the way people treat each other, it’s got to he a step 
in the right defection. 

Do you think other promoters will use the RAVERS CHARTER ? 

Yes, we think the charter will filter through and promoters 
will give various money back guarantees if their up to it. 

This will sort out the people who care about their events and 
the people who are just doing it to make a fast buck. 


You now know the facts. We state that not ail promoters are 
bad, the majority are good, but there are a few out there who 
don't care about the ravers. We are not having a go at anybody 
personally, but we would like to see the situation improved 
for all us ravers. 

Every year people say rave is on it's way out, it's not. It's 
not as vibrant as perhaps it was, but there is still a big 
demand for events. If we let the situation carry on as it is 
and let various people lie to us ravers, then maybe the scene 
will die sooner rather than later. So it's important that we 
all get together and make sure every promoter in the land 
becomes a part or create their own money back systems. The 
only way this can be done is by joining forces and letting 
organisers know that we are fed up with the bull shit. This 
can be done via Blaze, Write to us telling us your experiences 
good or bad or just comments on your views of whats wrong with 
the whole scene. 

We've had many letters in regards this matter already. Two we 
would like to show yon are 

Dear Blaze 

On reading 'your right' in edition 5, I have decided to 
write and tell you about Vision on the 29/8/92. 

A fantastic flyer advertising a foam party with palm trees, 
a blade runner film set, video screens on the roof, space 
ship stage, and arena 2 a roman temple, film set pillars, 
marble floor (fake) and statues everywhere, 

We waited impatintly for the Bank Holiday to arrive so we 
could party with the other 20,000 ravers. We set off on are 
200 mile journey and reached the venue (Pophaa Airfield). 

On finally entering we thought we would check out the 
sounds and sights of each arena until we discovered that 
each tent was the same (no film set, no foam, nothing) 
apart from a conple of horses on the stage that looked 
nothing like a space ship. Trying to get into the swing we 
started to embark on the dance platform to have a good 
stomp when it suddenly colapsed !! The cinema as advertised 
with free ice poles and seats to chill out in was once 
again an empty tent with a screen in. Trying to make the 
most of it we sqeazed into a tent, but was unable to dance 
as the feild was now water logged. The time was now Sam & 
we left the venue unable to find our car. Security had 
moved it. 

After 4 1/2 years of raving we have gone through great 
times like Energy, Biology, Sunrise, we do not expect to be 
treated this way by organisers or moody security. We 
suggest XL the promoters of Vision stick to the recording 
industry or give us the truth on the flyers and not alot of 
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hyped up shit. Alas we can still say - Us the ravers have 
stayed safe and are still keeping up our faith.

Well done for issueing a true to form mag. I first saw 
Blaze when I and a few others were at that awfull do 
called Essence. I won't insult rave as it was no rave, but 
a complete con from start to finish no DJ's, security, 
etc. But please I speak for myself and a few others who 
got caught out with the paint that won't come out of 
clothes. If you know of the organisers or where he can be 
approached as I would like to show hii ®y pair of black

This attracts a 
wider audience keeping everyone happy 
with hardcore in one room and softhouse 
in the other. As for the DJ's they will 
have to experiment, maybe with the piano 
chewns. One way I can see the BPM 
changing is by top rave acts slowing 
down their chewns. This will make alot 
of other rave acts follow in their 
footsteps. If this does not happen or 
work, then maybe a new kind of music 
will eventually come in, such as 
progressive house or even some old time 
electro, but taking it a bit further 
than it was. 

Anyway, on with the reviews and good to 
see Pennywise selling strong (one that I 
gave top marks to last month). If you 
have made a chewn and you would like me

Out Of Orda (Renegade EP) 

Like the way it starts off especially 
when the beat is broken down. The jungle 
baseline is ruff, helping it along the 
way. But the track is to repetative and 
goes on a bit. Check out the track on 
side 2 (Zone 8). What a wicked B-line, 
these people know there base. Easy *** 

Huntings (Back Again) Suburban Base 

On a jungalistic house style sampleing 
(Come Bad Boy) for all ruff neck DJ's to 
mix about with. Never liked this track 
at first, could’nt get into it, but when 
played a few times I got to appreciate 
it. *** 

Rugged Vinyl EP 

Don't know the name of this one, but 
sampleing the words (won't you help me, 
won't you help me understand). This is 
of about 180 BPM on normal speed at 33 
RPM. Had to slow it down to the max and 
still ended up with a fast beat. So 
watch out when mixing. *** 

Getto Youth EP (White) 

Side 2, last track (you know your going 
to be mine) BRILLIANT, EXCELLENT and 
WICKED. A totally original track with a 
hard deep baseline and a thumping beat. 
This one is going to be big. Got to be 


picked up on a major record label. Buy 

this if you can, it's worth it. Respect.

The Flvte EP (White) 

Ruff chewn, got this hand delivered 
whilst DJ’ing. The keyboard playing 
reminds me of the Awosome 3 track, but 
with a ruff breakbeat making this chewn 
much harder.
